On the Court resuming, the Aoting Chief

Mr Justice Russell agreed. ; 
The Attorney General, in reply, submitted 
that the Bankruptcy Ordinance was nearly 
a copy of the English Consolidated Act, 
Though the Police ‘of London were not 
directly under the Crown, they were still 
‘publi officers; and. he contended that 
policeman was-on the samo footing as any 
other person employed in the public service, 
tie, “the public service of Her Majesty.” 
If in virtue of that employment, such officer 
be. entrusted ‘with moneya and embezzles 
the same, he is guilty of feloniously 
stualing the same from Her Majesty. The 
question was, who were in the public ser- 
vice? According to his learned friond, 
these were very few indeed, and were con- 
fined to those who received money that 
ought to go to. the Treasury. Ono or two 
onses of Police officers had been tried here 
under this ordinance, and convictions ob- 
tained, and he submitted there was no dis- 
tinotion-between them and the present case 
in thia regard, It need not be necessarily 
public money that is entrusted to a publio 
officer ; it moneys were recsived in virtuo of 
his public office, and the dare misappro-

which fact was ‘at once: applied by the 
‘learned A. G. to the caso of Huffam. . 

- Touching the questién of appropriation, 
the A. G. said that his learned friend’ ad- 
mitted that sums had been received, but 
alleged the case was not made out .as it had 
not been shown to have been appropriated 
to prigoner’s own use. - How could they 
ehow this when the money was in hand for 
so many pears; it was utterly: impossible, 
and the section woyld thus beconie a dead 
letter. A bank book would -have been the 
only way possible to show this. But refusal. 
or failure to’ pay showed intent to defraud, 
and departure from the country was sufficient 
to throw tho onus of proof on the prisoner. 
There was~more- than sufficient evidence 
to prove-that he owed the money to the 
estate ; the $20,400 ought olearly to have 
been in-his hands, But.then what does

Tho learned A. G. submitted that there 
was a prima facie onse put before the Jury.

ence to go to the Jury ‘and it was the

up. No medieal evidence was brought for- 
ward, to acovunt for the prisoner’s absence, 
for the very reason that no medical man 
could say ho wos ill, Mr Francis speaks of 
producing evidenos as, to certain specific

TRE DISCLOSURE OF THE ANGLO. 
RUSSIAN AGREEMENT, 


Mr Charles Marvin writes to the Daily 
News as follows i— ° 

So muoh han been said and written about 
my conduot in connection with tho dia; | 
closure of the Anglo-Russian Agreement, 
that, secing that I have not yet had any 
opportunity of atating my defence, Mr Vau- 
ghan having checked Mr Lewis in his reply 
to the Treasury, I. shall esteem it a great 
kindness if-you will permit me to make a 
fow vindloatory remarks in your columns, 
On entering the Oivil Service in 1875 I 
frankly informed the Commissioners I-had 
written for the Press, and when in 1877 I 
left the Custom House, it was well known 
to the officials of that departmont that'l 
bad-on hand too. much translation work 
for the papera to oare to copy public dcou- 
ments at tenperice an hour. ‘the reason I 
acccepted’ the proffered writership at the 
Foreign Office (che only writership there) 
two months Intor -was becaune. owing to a 


lull in Lg peaye affairs my work had fallen | 


off, and I had not then sufficlently advanced 
in journaliom to dispense with oxtraneous 


support. 1 went to Downing-ntreat with | 


the full belief that my. vooation was known 
rto those who sent’ forme. Every day I 
took thither'a batch of Russlan newspapers 
to translate. I opeoly wrote articles. on 
Central Asia, aided by books borrowed from 
tho brary. And not only..was I advised 
repetitedly to” resign the service for the 
Press, but I was told that if I chose to 
translate for the papora no harm would 
acorue to my position at the Foreign Office 
so long-as 1 did not make use of official 
news. ‘Tho necessity for my earning 1001, 
& year by working an hour or two a day at 
the Foreign’ Office waa removed this spring, 
when my earnings ‘from the Pross, derlyed 
exolusively from Russian . translations, 
reached three times that sum; and, as the 
Treasury were well’ awaro. from: my con- 
fisoated papers, I had already arranged to 
resign my equivocal position in the Treaty 
Department when the Anglo Russian 
Agreement disclosure took place. The 
officials, in giving me that famous memo- 
randum to copy, knew well that they had 
previously given me papers to transcribe 
which had never appeared in public, and 


in this particular ingtance I should also} 
have abstained from revealing the informa-’ 


tion had I not been. allowed to leave the 
Foreign Office withthe improssion that the 
Agreement was to be made known. to 
Porliament that evening, and published in 
the papera the following morning. ( nder 
there special oiroumstances J thought it no 
derogation of duty to break through my 
customary rule, and convey the information 
to a journal to whose encouragement 
owed all I had achieved in journalism and 
to whom I desired to display my gratitude, 
Had known that the Foreign Secretary 
deslrod to keep the Agreement seoret 1 
should uever have divulged it, In the dis- 
cugsion on the Agreement it -has boen 
termed. a ‘*eeoret;’ State paper. This is

— The-Ghannel Islands ate certainly not 
the place that any one fond of sport :would 
elect to live in ; for the fishing, at Jersey

; FUTURE. ae ay 
“ The lost’ model fixed ‘upon for 2 man-of- 
war is'o steelsclad ‘turret ship. We have 
already.séveral atecl vesséls built.and build- 
ing for the Royal’ Navy, the first of which, 
the Iris, is to take the First Lord of the 
Admiralty and the Secretary of State for 
ax to Cyprus this mionth, But these:steel 


ships‘are built_of metal only o fraction of an 


_| inch in thickness, ond aze not armoured 


veasels at-all, steel being chosen in this in- 
stance by reason of its lightness and strength, 
making it suitable for the construction of 
fleet cruisers.. A pair of despatch vessels, of 
which the Zrzs is one, have been constructed 
of ateel, and four corvettes, while two others 
are still upon the stocks. in the Clyde. Bnt 
the new’ man-of-war ia to differ materially 
from all, these, and ‘is, in fact, to resemble 
one’ of our ordinary ‘turret whips, with the 
exception of the iron plates bezng replaced. 
by stecl ones, Asa matter of course’ the 


construction: of such a-ship, armoured with| 


slabs of ‘steel some ‘Afteen or twenty inohes 
thick, will “be excecdingly costly. Before 
ita plating-can be commenced some costly. 
a epee will have to be made at the 
Sohool of Gunnery, Shoeburynesa, in ‘order 
to form some ides, of the nature of the plates 
tobe used, As yet we know very little of 
tho behaviour of steel’ under ‘fire, although 
the few trials that have been made seem: 
to point to steel asa good mesns for keeping 
out the heavy projeotiles of the present day, 
Téa thunderbolt trom one of our big guns 
fails to penetrate an iron targot, it buries 
itself at any rate in the armour, whereas a 
steel’ target turns the projectile off alto- 
gether. if the shot is a very heavy one the 
steal target may get fraotured in the trial 
of strength, but nevertheless it does not 
penetrate.

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SHIPOWNERS’ LIABILITIES, 


Bince the first shock of the recent cala- 
milty on the Thames has passed ‘away a 
good deal uf attention has naturally been 
direotéd to the provisions of the Morohant 
Shipping Acts relating to the limitation of 
the Labitity of the ‘shipowners for damages 
for loss of life.or personal injuries, ‘Tbe 
general scope of these provisions will be 
known to our readore ; but it may be-worth 
‘while to .draw “attention ‘to the course 
adopted by’ the Chancery Division ‘of the 
“High Court in exercising its useful juria- 
diction, under section 614 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, of entertaining pro- 
cosdings at the suit_of a shipowner against 
whom numerous olaims for damages are 
made or apprehended, for the purpose of 
determining the amount. of his lability, 
and distributing the, amount recoverable 
from him among the several claimants. 
According to section 54 of the Merchant 
‘Shipping Act, 1862, the damages recover- 
able in respect of toss of life or personal 
injury, ‘‘either alone or together, with 

oss or damage to.ship, boats, goods,” dc., 
ate limited (where the owner fs not actually 
in fault) to an aggregate amount not ex:
